Heath^ a former resident of Sedgwick, 
now living tn Corpus Cbrlsti. 
Tbe man 


wbo shot Dorlty was £ iward Oliver. 
They lived OD adjoining ranghe;, about 
twelve mile* out of tbe city, and were 
good friends. Both men were of good 
family. 
Oliver surrendered himself Im- 


mediately after tbe shooting, and made 
tbe following statement: 


"When I left borne this morning Dorl- 
ty waa at my bouse. 
After going a dis- 


tance, I found 1 bad left some measure- 
ments I needed for my work. I returned 
to my hoax. 
Dorlty was still there.
